RATION REMINDER 

GASOLINE — "A" book coupons No. 7, good for four gal- 
lons outside the East Coast shortage area, must last through Sep- 
tember 21. Within the shortage area "A" book coupons No. 6 are 
good for three gallons each. "B" and "C" coupons cut to two 
and one-half gallons in twelve of the Northeastern states of the 
' shortage area? "B" and "C" coupons good for three gallons in 
the remaining five states of the Eastern shortages area. All gas- 
oline coupons in the possession of car owners must be endorsed 
with the owner's license number and state of registration. 

SUGAR— Stamp No. 13 good for 5 lbs. through August 1 5. 
Stamp No. 14, good for 5 lbs., become valid August 16 and re- 
mains good through October. Stamps Nos. 15 and 16 are good 
through October 31 for 5 lbs., each for home canning purposes. 
Housewives may apply to their local ration boards for more if 
necessary. 

FUEL OIL — Period 5 coupons in old rations valid in all 
zones through September 30; Period 1 coupons in new rations 
are now valid. Occupants of oil heated homes are urged to re- 
turn their applications for next year's fuel oil rations to their War 
Price and Ration Boards promptly. 

SHOES— Stamp No. 18 (1 pair) is valid through Octob- 
er 31. 

STOVES — Purchase certificates now issued and normally 
valid for 30 days from date of issuance, will be invalid after Au- 
gust 2 3, by which time it is expected the new nation-wide stove 
rationing plan will be in effect. 

MEAT, ETC.— Red Stamps T and U, now valid, expire 
August 31; V is valid August 8, expires August 31 ; W is valid 
August 15, expires August 31. 

PROCESSED FOODS— Blue stamps N, P, Q remain valid 
through August 7. Blue stamps R, S, T, became valid August 
1 and will be good through September 20. 

THIRD WAR LOAN DRIVE 

Fifteen billion dollars is the goal for the Third War Loan 
which President Roosevelt has proclaimed will be launched 
September 9. In his proclamation the President said, "Our need 
for money now is greater than ever, and will continue to grow 
until the very day that Victory is won ; so we must ask far more 
sacrifice, far more cooperation than ever before." 

ARMY PHOTO SERVICE GROWS 

The Army's radio photo service, which made it possible for 
the public to see newspaper pictures of the assault on Sicily on 
the same day that the invasion was launched, will be augmented 
in the immediate future by the same type of transmission from 
the South Pacific theatre, the War Department has announced. 
Personnel of the U. S.Army Signal Corps, with their equipment, 
are now in Australia, finishing preparations for the new service. 

SUPPLY OF FATS, OILS 

Despite heavy wartime demands on the supply of edible 
fats and oils (principally lard, butter, shortening, and marger- 
ine), 44 pounds per capita — about 5 pounds less than in 1942 — 
will be made available to American civilians during the 12 
months ending June 30, 1944, the War Food Administration has 
announced. Of the total civilian allocation, approximately nine 
ounces per week per capita will be available for direct purchases, 
and an additional 4% ounces for indirect consumption in such 
items as restaurant meals, bakery products, mayonnaise, etc. 

COST OF LIVING DROPS 

With other living costs relatively stable, a drop in fresh 
vegetables and butter prices cut the cost of living for city work- 
ers by 0.2 percent in the nionth ending June 15 — the rst month 
to show a reduction since a year before Pearl Harbor, the U. S. 
Department of Labor reported recently. Food prices as a whole, 
making up over 40 per cent of the cost of living index, de- 
clined 0.8 percent. The cost of living index now stands at 124.8 
per cent of the 1935-39 average. Food prices are 45 percent 
above January, 1941 and more than 16 percent above May, 
1942.

tigators in checking misuse of ra- 
tion coupons falling into the hands 
of persons not entitled to them. 

"The now requirement means 
greater protection to the motorist 
whose book is lost or stolen, since 
the finder or thief will not be able 
to pass off the coupons as his own 
by writing in his own license num- 
ber," the Chairman said. "By co- 
operating in making these endorse- 
ments promptly th e rightful hold- 
ers of a gasoline ration will be 
rendering invaluable assistance to 
OPA in its job of detecting and 
preventing a black market in gaso- 
line and gasoline coupons. 

Perry called attention to the fact 
that whenever a motor vehicle reg- 
istration number is changed, this 
change shall be noted by the War 
Price and Rationing Board or State 
registration ollicial, on the front 
cover of the book. The coupons 
bearing the old number may then 
be used without changes. 

With the exception of "E" and 
"R" coupons, the information to be 
noted on gasoline coupons will re- 
main the same as previously: 

1. In the case of A, B, C, D, 
T-l or T2 books, the licon.se num- 
ber and the state of registration of 
the vehicle are to be written in tho 
space provided, except that in the 
case of interchangeable coupon 
books issued for ollicial or fleet ve- 
hicles, the information shall be the 
ollicial or tleet designation (or the 
Certificate of war Necessity num- 
ber In the case of commercial ve- 
hicles not operating under fleet 
designation), and the State or city 
or town in which the principal of- 
fice of tho lleet operator is located. 

2. In the cose of "E" and "It" 
books, the name and address, as il 
appears on the cover of the book 
should be endorsed on the coupo.ns. 
However, "E" and "R" books, un- 
like the others, need not be endors- 
ed immediately, but may be en- 
dorsed at the time tho gasoline is

i-T TAKES a certain amount of courage for a book reviewer 
to turn to writing books. It's always harder to be in the position of 
one who receives criticism than one who doles it out. One man who 
does a very successful job on both sides of 
the literary fence is John Selby. Every 
week day for the past ten years, John Selby 
has written a column about somebody 
else's books. He's also found time to write 
three novels of his own, the most recent 
of which is "Starbuck," the story of Brant 
Starbuck who was both a musician of 
genius and a normal, healthy, fun-loving 
youth. 

The time of this story is before and dur- 
ing the First World War. The scene shifts 
from the Middle West (which Mr. Selby 
knows well, since he was brought up 
there) to New York, to Germany where 
the hero studies and has his debut, back to the United States. Brant is a 
prodigy at thirteen. Because of the wisdom of his guardians, who don't 
wish to see him subject to the quick rise and fall of most child prodi- 
gies, he is withheld from the concert stage until he is nineteen. His 
success is instantaneous, and in the next few years he becomes phenom- 
enally famous and wealthy. All of which he accepts without losing his 
innate integrity. 

Then, because he does not want to be considered something apart 
from other men, Brant enlists in the Navy at the outbreak of our war 
with Germany. Indirectly, his enlistment leads to an accident to his 
hand which makes it impossible for him to play the piano again. To 
the average person, this would mean only tragedy. But Brant is made 
of sterner stuff. Turning his talents to conducting, he is able to carve 
a new career for himself.

In "Circuit to Conquest" Relman Morin tells the story of the Japa 
nese lieutenant in Indo-China who discov- 
ered among the effects of a French hotel 
manager a book of figures. The Frenchman 
explained that he had once been a civil en- 
gineer, and this was a set of logarithmic 
tables. The lieutenant called in a Japanese 
naval officer, who confirmed what the 
Frenchman had said. Yes, the figures were 
logarithms.

HOME CANNERS WARNED 

Home canners have been warned by the US. Department 
of Agriculture against the use of "canning powders t and other 
chemical preservatives. W. G. Campbell, Commissioner of the 
Federal Food and Drug Administration, said that use of some 
of the "canning powders" constitutes a definite health hazard. 
The term "canning powders," includes boric acid and its com- 
pounds and substances like metabisulfite which yield sulfur diox- 
ide when brought in contact with an acid-reacting food product. 
The safe way for the home canner is to process foods adequately 
with heat and not to use chemical preservatives. For safety s 
sake rely on thorough heat sterilization. 
ARMY EXCHANGES SELL EXOTIC WARES 

Army Exchanges, which follow American troops wherever 
they go are now dealing in such items as kangaroo rugs, grass 
skirts, and native-made jewelry, in addition to their staple line 
of cigarettes, candy, soft drinks, and other home commodities 
the War Department has been informed. Since many of the sol- 
diers want to send such things home, the Exchange Service buys 
them from the natives at a reasonable price and resells them to 
the soldiers. The natives were inclined to "jack up the price' on 
direct sales. Grass skirts sell for approximately $1.50, while a 
good kangaroo rug may cost $20. 
MASS MAILING FINISHED 

Approximately 122,000,000 copies of War Ration Book 
Three had been mailed by the first of last week. OPA announced 
that (1) anyone who does not receive his War Ration Book 
Three should apply at his local board between August 1 and 10. 
(2) a plan is now being set up to distribute War Ration Book 
Three to members of the armed services who are eligible for ra- 
tion books; (3) persons receiving War Ration Book Three 
should sign their names and addresses in the spaces reserved for 
that purpose on the cover. 
POINT REDUCTION CONTINUED 

The provision permitting retailers to make emergency re- 
ductions in the point values of rationed meats, fats and dairy 
products in imminent danger of spoiling, which was to expire 
July 31, has been extended indefinitely, OPA has announced. 
GAS COUPONS CHANGED FOR TRIPS 

Motorists can use their "A" ration books for trips into, or 
out of, the Eastern gasoline shortage area, according to rules re- 
cently announced bv OPA. Since July 21, Eastern motorists 
have been using "A-"6" coupons, while those outside the East 
have been using "A-7". To overcome these difficulties in travel 
"across the border" a new amendment to the Gasoline Rationing 
Regulations permit "A" ration holders to exchange any of their 
valid "A" coupons for other coupons that may be used in the 
area in which they expect to travel. Exchanges may be made 
and further information secured at the War Price and Rationing 
Board. 

INCREASE SHOE SUPPLY 

To increase the supply of children's and infant's shoes, and 
men's work shoes, WPB recently amended order M-217 (Foot- 
wear) to permit a 25 per cent increase in the output of shoes for 
boys, misses, children, and infants. Production of men's work 
shoes may be increased by 15 per cent and men's safety shoes b> 
25 per cent. The order also will permit increased production of 
shoes at price levels where there is gerater consumer demand. 

FEWER NEW TIRES 

Smaller quotas of new passenger car tires for August and 
larger quotas of used and recapped tires have been announced by 
OPA, based on rationing allotments assigned for the month by 
the Office of Rubber Director. The August quota of Grade I 
tires is the lowest since last April. OPA officials warned that 
drivers who are eligible for new tires may have to accept used 
or recapped types as long as the quota of new tires is low.

WANTED TO BUY 



The elimination of Mussolini as 
dictator of Italy unquestionably 
was a severe blow to Hitler, both 
psychologically and military, de- 
spite Berlin's attempt to label the 
debacle a "domestic affair." 

The fall of the fascist dictator 
was extremely good news — and a 
welcome omen. But, despite the 
wave of optimism over the nation, 
the war is far from over. Ameri- 
cans need only to consult a geog- 
raphy to see how much Is left to be 
done. 

It is well to remember that we 
are fighting to recover positions wo 
have lost. We lost New Guinea 
and the Solomons. We are fighting 
to regain them. We are forced to 
fight for a bridgehead In Europe 
because four years ago we did not 
strengthen France. We shall have 
to get back to the Philippines to 
recapture Burma and to reopen 
China. 

Only a short time ago Vice Ad- 
miral Home made the statement 
that we would be fighting Japan 
until 194 9. That statement was not 
made without due thought. 

Consult your geography. Despite 
our successes in the southwest 
Pacific, we are not much 'nearer to 
Tokyo. And remember that it took 
six months, many lives and an awe- 
some amount of bitter fighting to 
capture the little island of Guadal- 
canal. Another five months passed 
before the Allies were ready to 
start their second offensive move- 
ment with the final capture of 
Itabaul as the objective. 

Until MacArthur's drive against 
the Japanese on New Guinea the 
fighting had been more defensive 
than offensive. The strategy then 
had been to prevent the Japs from 
attacking Australia from Port 
Morseby, from seizing the Solo- 
mons and making the east coast of 
Australia vulnerable and to save 
the life-line of men and materials 
moving from America to Aus- 
tralia. 

Only in the past tew months have 
we taken the real offensive in the 
southwest Pacific. A map of Asia 
which shows the territory held by 
Japan will prove to you that our 
gains since the start of the offen- 
sive constitute a very small area. 
However, our victories aro more 
than geographical matters. Wo 
have destroyed enemy effectives in 
larger proportion than the size of 
the recaptured areas would indi- 
cate. 

Germany is not beaten. We do 
not know when she will bo beaten. 
The unconditional surrender of 
Italy would not necessarily give the 
Allies a superlative invasion base. 
However, it would make the Bal- 
kans easier to handle. 

We must not allow our victories 
to lull us into a feeling of false 
security. They must not be permit- 
ted to slow down the war effort. 
In that road lies danger. It is the 
common goal to end the war as 
quickly as possible with a mini- 
mum loss of life and materials. 
Thus eternal vigilance is as essen- 
tial as always. 

The American people will do well 
to hoed the advice of Vice Admiral 
Home when he looks to 1949.

0. P. A. PRICE PANEL 



Each week in this same space the 
Price Panel of the Ardmore War 
Price and Rationing Board will at- 
tempt to answer the most frequent- 
ly asked questions about the Price 
Panel — what it is — how it works — 
what it is expected to accomplish. 

Question: What is meant by a 
Group 1 or Group 2 store? 

Answer: Group 1 and 2 .indicate 
independent stores, the latter are 
those doing over $50,000 gross an- 
nual business. Groups 3 and 4 are 
chain stores. Each store is requir- 
ed to display a sign stating to what 
group it belongs. 

Question: Must ceiling prices be 
the same in stores of any of the 
four groups? 

Answer: Prices can very a little. 
Ceiling prices have been established 
for each group by OPA. 

Question: Should ceiling prices be 
posted in retail stores? 

Answer: Yes? 

Questions. Where should I look 
for ceiling prices in a store? 

Answer: At a counter or on a 
shelf where merchandise is display- 
ed. At all times current ceiling 
price for each item of food must 
be clearly shown on the article or 
at the place in the store where the 
article is offered for sale. 

Question: Can stores sell under 
the ceiling price? 

Answer: Yes — If a store chooses 



to sell any goods for less than ceil- 
ing prices the sale price should be 
shown below the celling price. 

Question: Can food stores make a 
charge for delivering? 

Answer: Yes. OPA has permitted 
food stores to charge for deliveries 
as follows: 

Orders less than $2.00 no charge. 

Orders from $2.00 but less than 
$3.00 — 10c. 

Orders from $3.00 but less than 
$4.00— 15c. 

Orders from $4.00 but less than 
$5.50 — 20c. 

Orders from $5.00 — 25c. 

Question: How should violations 
bo reported? 

Answer: If you are charged a 

higher than ceiling price on any 

rticle, report this in writing to your 

local Rationing Board, giving the 

full information. 

1. Name and address of store. 

2. Complete description of article. 

3. The price charged. 

4. The date of purchase. 

5. Your name and address. 

G. Mail complaint or bring it to 
Ration Board office during office 
hours. 

Question: Why must I sign my 
name? 

Answer: Your name will be treat- 
ed confidentially at all times. You 
can be sure of that. Signing your 
name indicates it is a well inten- 
tioned complaint.

Washington 



Washington, D. C. (NWNS)— 
The wave of optimism which 
spread over our country following 
our success in Africa and then in 
Italy has been inflated to such an 
extent by the ousting of Mussolini 
that our war leaders are plainly 
worried. Reports from all sections 
of the country indicate that the 
American people think the war Is 
In the bag and many, who should 
know better, are sitting back wait- 
ing for our armies to do the final 
mopping up within the next few 
weeks. 

The effects of this over-optimism 
are obvious on all domestic fronts. 
Civilian defense organizations are 
letting their activities drift. Mo- 
torists, who have been trying to 
conserve their worn tires for the 
duration, are taking a chance on 
getting new tires soon. Enforce- 
ment of the ban on pleasure driv- 
ing in the East Is breaking down 
completely. All over the country 
people are taking the attitude that 



the oris'is has passed and we will 
soon be back to normal. 

In Washington; whore the pres- 
ent power of our enemies Is known, 
there Is no such optimism. Our 
war leaders do think victory is 
fairly certain, but they have no Il- 
lusions about the size of the Job 
which must still be done before the 
Axis can be brought to uncondi- 
tional surrender. They also real- 
ize that the Job will be slower and 
more costly if the American people 
permit any letup. 

As for civilian defense, Mayor 
LaGuardla of New York has inti- 
mated that he thinks there Is a 
good chance of air-raids on New 
York, or other parts of this coun- 
try, between now and Thanksgiv- 
ing. And James M. Landis, direc- 
tor of Civilian Defense, is not only 
stressing the need for keeping all 
such organizations o.n the alert, but 
is also emphasizing the Importance 
of making these organizations per- 
manent so they can be used for 
civilian emergencies after the war. 

As for rubber, William M. Jef- 
fers, our nation's rubber director 
here says the nation's supply of 
usable tires is dwindling rapidly 
and that there isn't much chance of 
having many synthetic tires until 
mid-1944. He pointed out that our 
tire supply will reach the lowest 
point in history in September and 
that no one should permit tires to 
become worn out beyond the re- 



capping stage. 

As for gasoline, although the situ 
atlon has been greatly confused by 
contradictory announcements by 
various Washington officials, the 
facts seem to indicate that any 
Increased use of gasoline In the 
East will reduce the supply going 
to our armed forces or will en- 
hance the shortage of heating oil 
available for next winter. 

It is feared by some officials 
here that the encouraging news we 
have had lately will make the going 
harder In the campaign to decrease 
the rate of abstenteelsm in factories 
and will slow up the drive, soon to 
get under way, to get millions of 
women to take essential jobs. The 
treasur? fears that the good news 
may also retard the sale of war 
bonds at a time when a drive for 
the greatest sale of government 
bonds in history Is being planned 
for September. 

War leaders here consider it nat- 
ural that our victories are arous- 
ing the people to a point where 
they are eager for the kill, but they 
are pointing out that the final vic- 
tory is not yet within easy reach 
and the time it will take to bring 
it about will depend, to a large ex- 
tent, on the people's willingness to 
keep fighting on the home front. 





Herbert Bruder Tells 
Why New Phones 
Are Not Installed

Members of the Bala-Cynwyd- 
Narberth Rotary Club this week 
heard Herbert Bruder, their guest 
speaker, and an executive of the 
Bell Telephone Club explain an un- 
suspected connection between Bala- 
Cynwyd-Narberth, and the Alcan 
Highway to Alaska. 

As the construction of the high- 
way neared completion, the Army 
Signal Corps called on the Bell 
Telephone Co. to aid in the con- 
struction of vital communication 
lines along the new road. Tremen- 
dous amounts of equipment were 
needed as well as many workers, 
who working under and with the 
Army Signal Carps strung thous- 
ands of miles of wires, completing 
the job in eight days. 

As a result, many exchanges 
throughout the country are now 
limited in their installations of new 
phones. In the Bala Cynwyd and 
Narberth exchanges, no new phones 
can be installed, except as other 
phones are taken out. 



Bruder traced the local history of 
the Bell telephone, recalling that 
the Cynwyd office, opened in 1899, 
was located in the drug store of 
Rotarian L. Stanley King. There 
were then 16 phones in the Cyn- 
wyd exchange as compared with 
the 5,630 figure of July, 1943. 

Members of the club were advis- 
ed not to call during the telephone 
peak hours of mid-morning and 
early evening. 

George Loughery, as chairman of 
the day, introduced the speaker and 
president Kirkpatrick presided.

"T am Lieutenant (j. g.) Ann B. Bernatitus, 
J. U. S. N. — a nurse, back from Bataan. I have a 
message for you . . . 

"Those American boys — who fought for you 
with their backs to the wall, waiting for help that 
never reached them — came from the land of plenty. 
But when their lives were at stake, all they had 
was . . . plenty of nothing! 

"They were outnumbered, outgunned, and out- 
supplied. They were so short of ammunition that 
antiaircraft gunners often had to hold their fire 
until the enemy planes were on top of them. They 



were so short of bandages and gauze that we 
nurses had to wash out the old ones and use them 
again. 

"But they were never short of courage. They 
never spoke of surrender. They just went on 
fighting, and hoping, and dying. And no sacrifice 
was ever too great. 

"Let me give you an example. One terrible day 
on Bataan we had 285 patients on our operating 
tables in 8 hours — a new patient every two 
minutes of the day. 

"A sailor was brought in with his abdomen 
blown to bits. He was a goner and I think he 
knew it. 'Doctor,' he asked, 'is there any hope at 
all?' 

"The doctor wished to reassure him and replied, 
'We'll do everything we can!' The sailor tried to 
roll over. 'Doc,' he begged, 'get me off this table 
and save one of those other fellows who still has a 
fighting chance.' 
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"That was the kind of men we had at Bataan. 
And they would want you to remember not only 
what they did, but what they did without. 

"They would want you to remember it, but not 
with flowers and memorials.

"Remember them now — this month and every 
month — by buying War Bonds!

See to it that 
never again, any place in the world, will American 
fighting men be caught short as they were on 
Bataan! That never again will American wounded 
perish for the help your dollars might have sent! 

Certainly the cost 
of living has gone up. But the men on Bataan 
were never ten-percenters! 

"They gave everything they had, And now 
it's up to you to buy War Bonds not only if you 
can, but all you can! Please believe me, folks — 
that's the way the boys on Bataan would like to 
be remembered!"
